To Develop Oil Fields 


Canadian Pacific. Oil Fields Thrown 
Open For Development 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
decided to throw open for develop 
ment its holdings in oil fields in 
Calgary district, amd will lease petro 
leum and gas rights under certain 
conditions. The company will charge 
one @ollar ap acre payable t yearly 
in advance; the life of the leases to 
be ‘fixed at ten years, The area of 
each lease will limited to six hun- 
dred and forty acres which must con- 
sist of adjoining quarter sections or 
legal subdivisions.

pany will require royalty f ten per 
cent. on the output either in cash or 
fluid, leases must commence actual 
‘work of drilling within six month; after 
the lease ip granted and continue 
drilling until four thousand feet are 
reached, unless five berrel well is 
developed at lees depth. Within four 
months of complet ion or abandonment 
of. the first well drilled, the lessee 
must commence drilling the second 
well, and the same conditions apply, to 
the third and fourth wells.
